The  values,   including  sales,   of   the  respective  crops,   classes 
of  live  stock  and  animal  products  given  in  this  report  are  calculated 
from  average  prices  prevailing  at   the  date   of  the   census,   except  for 
enquiries   relating  to  the  value   of  production  and  sales   of  beets,   oar- 
rots  and  fruits.
